Romulus City Attorney William S. 
Munger is preparing to file an in- 
junction suit in Wayne County Circuit 
Court to close down the Abbey Inn 
motel on Merriman Road on the 
grounds that the motel violates the city 
building and fire protection codes. 

“The city wishes to have a hearing on 
the matter, then will ask for an in- 
junction to shut the motel down.” 
Munger said, “The building is not up to 
city codes and its inspectors found it to 
be deficient in fire protection in many 
areas.” 

Theattomey for Abbey Inn. however, 
said the motel was built “pursuant to 
the building code and is as good as any 
building in the city. 

“IT IS loo per cent fire resistant and 
everything was done right to the code,” 
contended Albert Sugar, legal counsel 
to the Southfield law firm of Somers, 
Schwartz, Silver, Tyler and Gordon. In 
addition, he said the inn would file a 
counter daim against Romulus, if the 
city goes to court. 

The Abbey Inn is part of a nationwide 
chain of motels. It is situated at the 
juncture of Merriman and 1-94. 

According to Romulus Mayor Terry 
L. Troutt, the 212-unit motel was built in 
violation of the city’s building or- 
dinances. the biggest violations being 
the absence of masonry walls and 
improper fire escape exit signs. 

He said the building is 99 per cent 
wood,” is not fire safe. It has been 
determined as such by fire inspection 
firms brought in by the city. Troutt 
added that the firms have advised the 
inn of the alleged deficiencies, but the 
owner has contested the findings. 

THE MOTEL is owned by Alex 
Seskin. 

no t ••aid several building in- 
lo'tt made on Romulus structures 
prior to the election of his ad- 
ministration last November were not 
done accurately. He has instructed the 
building inspector to review many of 
the cases.

Although the county warned in an 
earlier hearing in district court that 
any construction done would be “at its 
own peril.” officials said they intend to 
continue with the project 
“I presume the county will be going 
ahead with the project,” said Clayton 
Foor, legal advisor to the Wayne 
County Road Commission, which 
operates the airport and also is named 
in the Romulus lawsuit. The Romulus 
Community School District and 
homeowner Fouad Berry also are 
complainants in the injunction suit 
“I think the county will keep on with 
its plans*” he added 
IN THE FIRST hearing July 25, the 
county surprised the plaintiffs by 
making a motion to dismiss their case 
on the grounds that the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) was not 
named as a defendant; that one 
governmental agency, the City of 
Romulus, cannot sue another govern- 
mental agency, the county, and that no 
harm ever has been done to the people 
in the area by the airport. 


“This is a very serious thing,” he 
added. ”1 don’t see how it (Abbey Inn) 
got insurance on the building.” 

A thorough fire inspection of the 
building would have had to be made 
before the owner could obtain in- 
surance, according to the mayor 
Troutt said the motel, which is ”80 to 
90 percent full 7-days-a-week,” had to 
be evacuated several months ago when 
a “small basket fire” was reported. 

“IT IS A wood, pre-fab type of 
building with no fire doors or stairwell 
doors, and it would melt down * in 
nothing flat, if there really was a big 
fire there,” he said. 


Sugar said the inn’s certificate of 
occupancy was granted Jan. 30. well 
after Troutt’s administration took 
office. 

“Certainly he can’t blame anyone 
else for that,” Sugar added 

He also stressed that the inn received 
it operator’s license June 4, and was 
declared “absolutely fire proof and in 
good condition,” at that time. 

Sugar said that prior to the approval 
of the occupancy certificate in January, 
“all of the offices of the city had said 
OK to the building.” 

HE SAID Abbey Inn recently called 


in an engineering architect who gave 
the inn a clean bOl of health. 

In addition. Sugar noted that the city 
code does not require masonry walls 
and that the wood used in the building 
“is treated and fire resistant.” 

“The inn is quite prepared to meet 
anything Romulus officials have to say 
and will prove it has complied with the 
code,” he said. “This whole thing 
smacks of harassment, and Abbey Inn 
is interested in defending its good 
name ” 

Munger said no date has been set for 
filing the suit in court.

“THISWAS alsoonebad time to have 
anything on the ballot to change 
government. With the total national 
scene the way it is, it’s no wonder they 
were turned dowTi.” 

Romulus City Gerk Leonard Folmar 
said the deadline far re-submitting an 
item for ballot placement is Sept. 17, 
and Troutt said it would be re- 
submitted, contingent upon council 
approval last night 
“This time we ll put out a flyer on it 
telling the people what the propositions 
include," the mayor said. 

The s be proposed amendments dealt 


chiefly with city competitive bidding 
regulations in the present charger, plus 
a proposal to amend restrictions 
surrounding salary determination of 
, city hall secretaries Another amend- 
ment would have allowed the mayor 
more time in submitting a budget.

Clinic expansion aims at easing doctor dearth

Western Wayne County’s rising population 
and dwindhng number of personal physicians 
have caused a crunch in area hospitals for 
persons seeking simple medical attention, but 
who don’t have a regular family physician 
A Romulus clinic, however, is taking steps 
to relieve that problem 
The Metro Industrial Clinic Inc. on Mid- 
dlebelt Rd., is embarking on its third ex- 
pansion in 18 months of existance and an- 
ticipates at least tripling its out-patient 
capacity. 

ITS GREATEST asset to the community is 
expected to be its capabilities of ad- 
ministering the “family doctor" duties to the 
increasing number of new area residents 
without personal physicians. The rising 
mmber of apartment complexes in the area 
is responsible for causing the growing 


problems of new “settlers “ 

And with the clinic's policies of 24-hour 
medical service, residents are flocking in for 
treatment rather than weather a prolonged 
wait at Wayne County General Hospital 
(WCGH) or Annapolis Hospital, clinic of- 
ficials say. 

“With the shortage of private doctors, the 
night practice should benefit the residents," 
said Lawrence F. Dame, the clinic's business 
manager “And the clinic expects its patient 


load to increase from its present 200 a day to 

350 a day.” 

Presently a 1 -floor facility, located above 
its landlord— the Pine Engineering Co . the 
dine will be enlarged to three floors plus a 
basement with its expansion to a vacant area 
south of the building At least 20 examining 
rooms will be added to the existing 30 

THE PHYSICIAN staff of nine full time 
doctors will be matched with a like amount on 
the night staff alone, Dame said. 

After the expansion is finished, the tacilitv 


wiD be the largest industrial clinic in 
Michigan, Dame added 
Having such a clinic in the community 
elicits nothing but smiles from Romulus 
Mayor Terry L Troutt

every illness on the staff, Dame said. 

The clinic began as a private facility to 
treat personnel of the Pine Engineering Co. 
and served industrial plants in the area, and 
underwent its first expansion when the 
demand for services kept increasing, he 
added 

’it climbed from four patients its first day to 
hundreds, which keep on soaring with the 
i ectripi oi medical contracts from Kelsey- 
Hayes, the local Ford Motor and General 
Motors plants and a D of the airlines at nearby 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

IN ADDITION. THE clinic is the official 
medical facility of employes of the Gty of 
Romulus. Taylor and Inkster, the Wayne-

faring, and to change the 
time of submission and 
adoption of the budget to 
enable adoption 30 days before 
the expiration of the fiscal 
year rather than 45 days 
before. 

The proposition lost, 740 to 
639, and was the proposal of 
primary concern to Troutt. 

"For one thing, I can’t 
comply with the charter as the 
budget now stands,” he said. 
"And for another, it is a waste 
of a lot of city money now- The 
present date the mayor must 
submit the budget is before I 
even know the value of the 
city . I have to have to opinions 
of the department heads 
before I can submit an ac- 
curate budget " 

The other five propositions 
fell by sizeable margins, the 
biggest being proposition D, 
which lost 1033 to 333. 

"WHY ANYONE would 
want to vote against that one I 
don’t know,” said Troutl The 
proposition asked voters to 
allow the city to make pur- 
chases without competitive 
bids if the mayor determines 
that only one source of supply 
exists for the item to be 
purchased 

As an example of the 
current charter regulation, if 
the city wishes to purchase an 
IBM typewriter it must ad- 
vertise for bids even though 
just one company— IBM — 
makes the typewriters, Troutt 
said 

"It’s a waste of time and 
advertising money," he ad- 
ded 

Proposition B, amending the 
salaries of the administrative 
secretaries to the mayor, 
clerk and treasurer, was 
defeated by a 776 to 629 count 

PROPOSITION C, amen 
ding competitive bidding 
regulations to require city 
bids f or purchases in excess of 
$1,500 instead of $750, was 
crushed by a 797 to 574 count 
Propositions E and F were 
overwhelmingly turned down, 
"E” by a 935 to 461 and"F”by 
a 962 to 412 count 

Proposition E was an 
emergency buying amend- 
ment allowing the mayor to 
make emergency purchases 
without having to advertise 
for bids. Proposition F would 
have allowed the city to 
purchase from other govern- 
mental units wit hout having to 
follow the city’s own bidding 
requirements

County may continue 
sheriff patrol service 


The county’s 10 townships have been given a reprieve in 
their fight to maintain the Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment patrols within their borders. 

The Public Safety Committee of the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners, studying a plea by the townships for the 
continuation of patrols, Monday recommended to the board’s 
Ways And Means Committee that the police service be ex- 
tended to at least December. 

The previous cutoff date was Aug. 31. 

THE BOARD had planned to terminate what it labeled as 
"free” sheriff’s patrol service to the townships Continuation 
of the service would be too costly, the commissioners said. 
The townships, however, argued that the county is obliged to 
provide the service which is in essence paid for by the taxes 
collected in the townships. 

The safety committee’s recommendation to extend the 


service to allow for further study, however, is only a 
recommendation. The Ways and Means Committee, the 
financial body of the county, now must make a recom- 
mendation to the commissioners on whether the service 
should be extended. 

The county’s fiscal year begins in December 
The move is eyed by some as a tool for allowing the 
townships time to formulate tax increases to present to the 
voters in November 

THE COUNTY HAS said it would continue the sheriffs 
patrols, if the townships agreed to pay for the service. 
Sumpter and Canton townships suffered tax hike defeats in 
last week’s election which would have provided funds to pay 
for the patrols. 

The other affected townships are Huron, Plymouth, North- 
ville. Redford, Brownstown, Grasse lie and Grosse Pointe.

by the people, sought a different sort of 
mandate. The favorable reaction to his

“I am acutely aware that you have 
not elected me your President by your 
ballots, but I ask you to confirm me by 
your prayers...,’* he said.

sough tth is enormous responsibility but 
I will not shirk it. ” 

Eyes clouded over in the East Room 
of the White House, where Ford took the 
oath of office, and in countless living 
rooms and offices across the land when 
the nation's new President said ‘ May 
our former President, who brought 
peace to millions, find it for himself.’’ 
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For newsmen on Washington’s 
political beat the last few years have 
produced a giddy succession of images. 

Many think back to late February 
1968. Nixon then was tramping through 
frigid New Hampshire, thefirst stop on 
the Presidential primary campaign 
tr.nl 

His only opponent Michigan Gov. 
George W Romney had damaged his 
chances by truthfully conceding that 
high American brass had "brain 
washed’’ him about the truesituation in 
Vietnam. 

Romney struggling to keep a smile on 
his face, turned upa t a GOP function in 
a Washington hotel and told reporters 
he was withdrawing 

Nixon, knowing he had a lock in, 
played it cool when word reached him 
'in New' Hampshire. 


Nixon’s inaugural parade Jan 20. 1969 
jammed Washington’s streets The 
man who had sought the White House 
with such dogged determination had 
made it at last. Yet there was a shadow 
on the scene. Vietnam War protesters 
clustered here and there along Penn- 
sylvania Avenue pitched objects and 
shouted obscenities at the new chief 
executive.

Even if President Gerald Ford were not from Michigan, 
his ascendancy to the nation’s highest office would be an 
election year boost for the state’s Republicans. 

The boil of Watergate, which has festered and grown 
ever more painful over the last two years, has been lan- 
ced. 

Instead of a President beleaguered by investigators, 
drawing his wagons into an ever tightening circle as the 
end became inevitable, the country now has a President 
everyone knows is honest and a period of goodwill, a 
"honeymoon,’’ is starting. 

FOR REPUBLICANS who have had to cope with the 
problem of deciding whether to alienate the people who 
wanted the President out or the people who wanted him to 
stay, the problem is gone. They now are associated with a 
new president. Richard Nixon quickly will be pushed to 
the back of the mind. 

So Republicans all over heaved a sigh of relief Thursday 


night, believing their chances ol succeeding in November 
can only be improved. 

But for Michigan Republicans, the benefits are 
multiplied even further. They now have a Pfesident who is 
a native son, a popular Presideht at that. Ford’s elevation 
only can lend a new spirit to the party here.

There is a pride among Michiganders in general as well 
that one of their own has made it to the nation’s highest 
office. It is a bi-partisan pride somewhat akin to having 
theTigers win the World Series ora team of Michiganders 
fly tb the moon And that can’t hurt the GOP this fall. 

FOR GOV. WILLIAM G. Milliken in particular there 


should be some benefits, first of all in having a President 
he is comfortable with The last time Richard Nixon 
visited Michigan, Milliken flew to Toronto. On Friday, he 
dropped his schedule and flew to Washington to be at 
Ford’s swearing in. % 

It’s quite obvious how he feels about the change. 

And there may be a more subtle benefit for him as well. 
After going through two years of Watergate inspired 
turmoil and finally seeing the nation’s leader toppled, 
Michigan voters may be less inspired to topple other 
leaders 

Milliken has a comfortable, honest image and voters 


weary of Watergate and controversy may be more in- 
clined to stick with a comfortable, honest person than try 
a new governor. ^ 

THE SCENE changes in the two Congressional districts 
where Democrats won special elections this year running 
against Nixon. 

Richard VanderVeen and J. Bob Traxler don’t have 
Nixon to kick around any more. They already have 
delivered the message voters in their usually Republican 
districts wanted delivered and now face the danger voters 
will return to more familiar ways. 

The effect probably will be felt much less on down the 
ticket in legislative and local races, where it really hasn't 
been a factor thus far. 

There was no general anti-incumbent trend in the 
primary election. The incumbents who lost did so more 
because their opponents highly were organized than 
because of any vague anti- incumbent sentiment. 

BUT FOR MILLIKEN and other higher level GOP 
candidates, the future turned brighter Thursday night as 
the President resigned 

Watergate finally was put behind them. For good

The lieutenant governor said he 
doesn’t feel any sort of vindication for 
his beliefs because resignation o(^

“1 felt then I was right and I feel now 
I was right;’’ he said. "I never felt I 
needed vindication I was doing what I 
felt was right." 

BRICKLEY JOINED in the chorus of 
praise for Prsident Gerald F ord, saying 
he is "exactly what the country needs. 
He is as uncomplicated as Nixon is 
complicated He has a skill for being 
open and plain speaking." 

Thebest part about the resignation, is 
that "the country will be spared any 
further preoccupation with the 
Watergate matter," he added. "I am 
pleased we can return to more normal 
matters " 

But he doesn't feel Watergate was a 

v 


complete waste because he feels there 
are lessons for the future in it. 

"I have come to a greater ap- 
preciation of the constitutional process 
and the majesty of the Constitution as I 
have watched the other branches of 
government move in,” he said. "I hope 
this will be looked on as a great period 
for constitutional processes 

• MEN COME AND go but the Con- 
stitution remains." 

He also hopes Americans will take a 
new look at their leaders in the future. 

"We ought to get off some of the hero 
worship, personality orientation we’ve 
been on and become more idea cen- 
tered." he said "W'e’ve gotten too 
wrapped up in individuals rather than 
ideas ’’

Sen Philip A Hart (D-Mich. ) has 
surprised his colleagues by linking the 
issue of amnesty for American 
deserters and draft dodgers with the 
question of immunity for Richard M.

From bad food 


Freezer check avoids harm 


TIME TO PRESERVE—' Tomatoes offer a 
tempting treat whether fresh or canned, and 
now is the time to take advantage of bargains 
such at the supermarket. However, canners 


or those using free/ers in home food storage 
should make sure everything is in working 
order and done according to directions to 
avoid spoilage or poisoning.

Pots sprout edibles 


Of all the vegetables 
suitable for growing in con- 
tainers, tomatoes are one of 
the most successful, and in 
recent years several 
especially good varieties have 
been introduced Among the 
most popular are Tiny Tim, 
Small Fry, Patio and Piiie 

Tiny Tim is the most ver- 
satile, growing miniature Cl- 
inch diamter scarlet red fruits 
that taste good and mature 
quickly. Plants grow only 15 
inches tall 

Small Fry hybrid, an All- 
American winner, is a heavy 
yielding variety with disease 
resistance, growing 1-inch 
diameter, fine-tasting fruit. 
Pixie hybrid is claimed to be 
the fastest-ripening of all 
small-fruited varieties, and 
Patio hybrid has the ad- 
vantage of growing medium- 
size fruit on compact, upright 
vines. It was developed 


especia Uy for growing in tubs. 

Related to tomatoes are 
peppers, and these also make 
fine container plants. Two 
outstanding varieties are 
California Wonder and Bell 
Boy. an All-American winner 
As the fruits mature they turn 
from green to brilliant red, 
adding a decorative effect. It’s 
possible also to obtain yellow- 
fruited varieties, and the two 
kinds planted near each other 
can look especially attractive. 

For gardening in containers 
you can buy a soil substitute, 
or synthetic s^il, made from a 
mixture of horticultural 
vermiculite, peat moss, and 
fertilizer. This mixture 
generally is available from 
seed dealers and garden 
supply centers, and comes 
ready to use. For mini gar- 
dens in containers it has 
several advantages over 
common soil. It is free from 


disease, and w eed seeds, holds 
moisture and plant nutrients 
well, and it is light-weight. 


Home canning and freezing 
enthusiasts are turning their 
attention toward the Michigan 
State Fair, set for later this 
month, when fellow' home food 
preparation fans will learn 
who is the best in their edible 
specialties 

However, with the worry of 
potential food poisoning in 
prepanng some foods in the 
Home tor storage, a tew tips on 
what will bring the safest and 
best results always are 
welcome. 

Before stocking your home 
freezer, make sure it actually 
freezes Food Inspection of- 
ficials of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
( MDA ) said freezer tem- 
peratures should be set at 0 
degrees Fahrenheit or lower 
for best results. Food held at 
15 degrees may feel solid but 
is less firmly frozen than food 
at the lower temperature. 
When held the same length of 
time, the more firmly frozen 
food will be superior in color, 
flavor and texture. 

YOU CAN CHECK your 
‘freezer temperature with a 
freezer or outdoor ther- 
mometer. As a rule of thumb, 
if it can’t keep ice cream brick 
solid, the temperature is 
above t lie recommended level. 

To get the greatest useout of 
your freezer and reduce 
operating cost per pound of 
.food. MDA officials recom- 
mend you keep it fully stocked 
and maintain a rapid rate of 
turnover, at least every six 
months 

When using a seasonal plan 
you are more likely to meet 
your family’s needs and 
preferences. Food will have 
better flavor and food value, if 
not held for the maximum 
storage period. 

Stretch food dollars by 
buying fruits and vegetables 
ix) w . at the peak of M ichigan’s 
growing season Most quality 
fruits and vegetables may be 
frozen from 8 to 12 months in 
moisture-proof materials such 
as aluminum foil, 
polyethylene bags, freezer 



Improper canning 
creates botulism 


If vou are not using a pressure canner to process green 
beans and other low -acid vegetables, you are playing with 
poison, warns an extension foods and nutrition specialist at 
Michigan Stafe University. 

The poison is botulism, the rarest and most deadly form of 
food poisoning More often tlian not, the sburce of the poison 
is inadequately or improperly processed home-canned 
vegetables. 

The organism that produces the poison that causes 
botulism is found almost everywhere in nature. It lives on 
dead and decaying organic matter and thrives in tightly 
sealed, oxygen-free jars of low-acid foods that have not been 
processed properly. 

Proper processing means using a pressure canner 

“It cannot be emphasized enough,” the expert said 'The 
hot water bath method of canning will not kill the botulism 
spores No matter how long you leave jars of food in a hot 
water bath, thev will never get hotter than the boiling point of 
water, and that just isn’t hot enough to kill the botulism 
organisms before the quality of the food becomes unac- 
ceptable.” 

With a pressure canner, how'ever, you can raise the tem- 
perature to 240 degrees This will kill any of the dangerous 
organisms that may be present 

“All low-acid vegetables must be processed in a pressure 
cartner,” she advises. “This means all vegetables except 
tomatoes. Tomatoes, fruits and pickled fruits and vegetables 
are acidic, and the botulism baceteria can't live and grow in 
an acid environment “

Fresh herb garden livens up 
fresh or frozen food's taste 


Frozen or canned foods may smell 
heavenly when prepared, but a dash 
of fresh chopped chives can turn the 
trick every time. 

If you like the flavor of the fresh 
herb and want to add a dash of green 
to a kitchen or vacant nook, why not 
try growing chives in the home. 

Chives is one of the perennial herbs 
that grow easily in a planter, a corner 
of the garden or in a pot on a kitchen 
window sill, said an extension hor- 


ticulture specialist at Michigan State 
University <MSU). 

GARLIC, CHIVES, mint, lemon 
lia I m, barage, oregano, rosemary, 
sage, tarragon and thyme are other 
easy -to-grow favorites. 

Whether your herb patch is in 
containers or in the garden, plenty of 
sunlight and well-drained soil are 
musts. Herbs that are cut often 
require occasional fertilization Avoid 
overfertilization, however. Too much 


nitrogen causes some plants to lose 
their characteristic flavor and aroma. 

Because fresh herbs are more 
pungent than the dried ones you get at 
the supermarket, a little goes a long 
way Three or four plants of most 
herbs should be enough to keep you 
well supplied 

For fresh herbs a 11 winter, start new 
plants from cuttings and transplant 
them intopots. 


Blanching aids 
taste of food 


Every year about this time, 
the same question arises of “If 
I freeze vegetables without 
blanching them first, will they 
be safe to eat?” 

The answer is yes. 
Vegetables frozen without 
blanching pose no health 
hazard. 

“Skipping the blanching 
process will mean an overall 
loss of quality, however 
Vegetables that are not 
blanched tend to develop off- 
flavors. funny odors, 
toughness and unappetizing 
colors during sotrage. 

BLANCHING VEGE-f- 
TABLES prevents 
these undesirable changes by 
halting or at least slowing 
down the action of enzymes. 
These enzymes are necessary 
for the vegetables togrow and 
mature, but if they are 
allowed to continue to act on 
the vegetables after picking, 
they cause loss of quality. 

All vegetables except green 
peppers will better maintain 
their just picked quality in 
frozen storage, if they are 
blanched first. W'ith some 
vegetables the difference in 
quality may be very slight, 
you may hardly notice. In 


others, the difference is very 
marked. 

To find out whether the 
difference in quality is worth 
the effort involved in blan- 
ching. try this test. Freeze 
most of each vegetable you 
intend to preserve according 
to the recommended process 
with blanching. Then prepare 
a container or two of the same 
vegetable and freeze without 
blanching 

Store the food for six months 
or so in your home freezer and 
then carry out a blindfold 
tasle test with your family. If 
they can’t leQ the difference 
between vegetables that were 
blanched before freezing and 
those that were not, you mav 
well decide it isn’t worth your 
effort to blanch everything. 

IF THE FAMILY prefer the 
vegetables that were blan- 
ched, you may feel the im- 
proved flavor, texture and 
appearance are worth the 
extra step. Remember that 
the nutritive value of the 
blanched vegetable will be 
higher than that of the un- 
blanched foods 

Blanched or not. the food 
wiD be safe to eat

The modern bush lima bean 
easily could claim distinction 
as America's biggest bargain. 
The most popular bush lima 
bean grown today is the 
famous Fordhook Lima Bean, 
growing regular-size lima 
beans on short, bushy plants 
which require no staking.

Cherry canning 
maintains fruit 


With the fresh fruit season 
well on its way, home canning 
enthusiasts may want tp try 
their hand at cherries, 
guaranteeing a supply of the 
tart delights for pies 
throughout the winter months 
or some tender, sweet 
goodies for desert foods. 

Sweet cherries should be 
bought firm, be juicy and have 
a well-developed flavor. 
Cherries should never be 
stored for more than a few 
days, since they »are poor 
keepers 

To raw pack cherries for 
Storage, fill jars to ‘s-inch 
from the top with freshly 
washed cherries. For a full 
pack, shake cherries down 
while filling the jar. Cover 
with a boiling syrup, leaving a 
>*-inch space at the top. 

TO HOT PACK cherries, 
wash them, then add cup 
sugar to each quart of fruit 
Add a little wata- to unpitted 
cherries to keep them from 
sticking while heating. Cover 
pan and bring to a boil. 

Pack the hot cherries in 
glass jars to x h inch from top 
In freezing the fruit, stem, 
wash and sort cherries 
thoroughly. The cherries will 
be served uncooked, a syrup 
pack is best. However, a sugar 
pack is preferable for fruit 
beingstored for pies and other 
cooked products. 

A syrup pack is made of 
seven cups of sugar for every 
four cups of water. The sugar 
can be increased to 8 3 < cups, 
dependingon the tartness. Fill 
jars and leave head space. 
Close bags and freeze. 

TO SUGAR PACK mix one 
quart of cherries with 3 4 cup of 
sugar. Pack into containers, 
leaving space. Close and 
freeze. Be sure the sugar is 
dissolved before freezing 
For sweet cherries, pack 
into containers and add a 40 
per cent cold syrup. The syrup 
is made from 3 cups sugar for 
every four cups of water. Add 


•i teaspoon of crystalline 
ascorbic acid. 

In mixing sweet and sour 
cherries, pack the fruit in 50 
per -cent syrup, made of 4 3 4 
cups sugar for each four cups 
of water 


beans at a cost ol 35 cents tor 
50 beans. That’s about 25 
times cheaper than they were 
80 years ago How many other 
products today could make the 
same kind of claim? 

BUSH LIMA beans are a 
worthwhile crop for home 
gardens, since the beans are 
extra large, meaty, and the 
kind to eat as “butter beans.’’ 
Limas should be planted well 
after danger of frost in a 
fertile soil preferably during a 
warm dry spell since the 
beans will rot, if cold and wet 
conditions persist. They 
require a longer growing 
season than regular green 
beans — about 75 days. Pole 
limas take about two weeks 
longer. 

When freshly cooked fhey 
have a whitish green tint and 
make a delicious meal. Also, 
the pods can be left to dry and 
stored for use during winter as 
“butter beans." / 

PI an ting should bein full sun 
with no shade in any part of 
the day. To get a good stand, 
the seeds can be sown close 
together, 3 inches apart, but 
thinned to9 inches apart, with 
two feet between rows. 

During dry periods they 
should be watered heavily, 
and in order to conserve 
moisture in the soil some form 
of mulch, such as straw oi 
grass clippings, is helpful. 

POLE LIMAS need much 
more room and are capable of 
reaching unbelievable heights 
of as much as 50 feet. 
However, 10 foot poles in 
tripod fashion normally are 
adequate, setting six to eight 
seeds around each pole. 

It’s quite an experience to 
sit down to ypur first meal of 
bush lima beans and to realize 
that if you had been a gar- 
dener 80 years ago, each bean 
was worth nearly 20 cents, and 
a mouthful could well 
represent $1. In this world of 
rampant inflation, it is some 
comfort to realize what a 
bargain seeds really are 


insect's sting 
could be lethal 


Although a garden might 
look tempting with its ripe 
vegetables. Western Wayne 
County residents should use 
care in harvesting their crops. 

The vegetables may 
welcome the picking, but 
small insects may offer 
gardeners a sting or two when 
their comfortable leafy homes 
are disturbed. 

What you don’t inow about 
insects can kill you 

MEDICAL AUTHORITIES, 
stress the importance of 
knowing whether you are 
allergic to insects that bite. 

Trouble is many people 
don’t know. 

A study of several thousand 
insect bites by the American 
Academy of Allergy shows 
that half of those suffering 
severe reactions didn't know 
they were susceptible to insect 
venom. 

ActuaDy, no one knows the 
exact toll in lives because 
sudden death in a garden or 
while outside may be at- 
tributed to heart attack 
without further medical in- 
vestigation. 

THE FIRST danger sign 
that a sting may cause severe 
problems may be shortness of 
breath, palpitations of the 
heart, inflammation of the 
affected area 


Of course, most people only 
have a mild reaction, a little 
localized swelling, perhaps. 
However, a person with any 
unusual reaction should seek 
or go immmediately to a 
doctor or hospital for 
emergency treatment. 

If he is aware of his allergy, 
he should carry the proper 
medication with him when 
exposed to insects 
But how do you protect 
yourself if you’re stung? 

THE FIRST THING is to 
find the stinger that may have 
been left in you. 

If it’s there, beware. Don’t 
pull it out. It contains a sac of 
venom, and the more pressure 
you apply, the more this 
poison seeps into your body 
Your best approach is to 
scrape it out with your 
fingernail, or a sharp in- 
strument. Then thoroughly 
wash the wound to avoid in- 
fection. Apply ice or cold 
compress, if possible 
For the tick, apply a drop of 
mineral oil. gasoline or 
kerosene to it. This relaxes it. 
Then it can be removed with a 
tweezers. Here, too, the wound 
must be thoroughly cleaned.

The trip north wasn’t wiped out, though, for the players. 
Assistant coaches Fred Coleman and Dan Campbell ac- 
companied the varsity players to camp where they will “get 
to know one another.” 

Meanwhile, Tom, get well. No way is Romulus going to 
rebound from a 1-8 won-lost season without your adrenalin. 

It’s no secret that high school football is probably the 
biggest money-maker on the prep athletic scene. 

And, some of the area coaches believe it’s about time that 
prep football got the recognition it deserves. That recognition 
will come this season in the form of a state playoff Tour- 
nament to determine a state champ. 

I Jke they do in most of the other high school sports. 

“I really believe it’s about time football joined the ranks of 
the other sports and received statewide recognition, 
recognition it deserves,” said Floyd Carter, Wayne 
Memorial’s head football coach. 

Carter seems to express the sympathy of his collegues 

“GAMES LIKE BASKETBALL and baseball and track - all 
have state champs,” continued Carter, “and, for the first 
time the Michigan High School Athletic Association is 
moving in the direction of a state tournament for football.” 
Actually, this year will be a “paper playoff." 

The proposed playoff system is based on awarding points to 
teams for victories, allowing for a greater amount of merits 
a team can beat a Class A team. At the end of the regular 
season, teams with the most points would get a shot at 
regional titles. 

Four teams would be drafted from the regionals to play for 
the state championship in each of the four classes (A, B, C 
and D.) 

However, this proposed system has a lot of loopholes and 
inequities according to Coach Carter. . 

. .“WE’RE IN REGIONAL II where there are about 50 Class 
A teams Who is going to determine which of the 50 will 
represent the regional if, for example, four or five super 
powers emerge from the area? 

Carter suggests extending the high school football season 
by one or two weeks and letting regionals have playoffs, as in 
basketball. 

But that immediately would cause controversy and create 
flack between football and basketball coaches The grid 
season could overlap into the basketball season and many of 
the prep athletes play both sports. They would be late in 
getting into shape for basketball. 

Carter would have football start the first week of school. He 
forsees no problem because most coaches have a year 
around program to keep their players in shape, and would be 
ready to pla v if the MHSAA gave the approval 

But, whatever the problems and obstacles, Carter feels the 
proposed state championships are a “good thing for prep 
football.”

CHAPTER II 
ARTICLE 4 

An Ordinance to provide for the office of Commissioner 
of Noxious Weeds and to provide for the periodic cutting of 
such noxious weeds and wild growth within the city. 
SHORT TITLE: Noxious Weed Ordinance. 

WHEREAS, the city council is aware of the existence and 
proliferation of noxious weeds, other weeds, underbrush, 
and wild and unkept grasses within the City of Romulus 
which are or may be detrimental to the public health, 
safety and welfare of the citizens of the City of Romulus, 
and 

WHEREAS, the city council considers it to be in the best 
interest of the city to adopt the powers given to a city 
under Public Act 359, Michigan Public Acts of 1941, as 
amended. 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF ROMULUS OR- 
DAINS: 

Section 1. Duties of Landowners. 

1.1. Noxious Weeds and Wild Grasses. Every person, 
firm, or corporation owning or occupying land which is 
platted and subdivided situate in the City of Romulus shall 
periodically, in a manner calculated to meet the 
requirements of this ordinance, cut, destroy, or otherwise 
control all noxious weeds, underbrush or wild grasses 
found upon such platted and subdivided land within the 
city and shall keep and maintain such platted and sub- 
divided lots, outlots, or portions of such lots completely 
free of noxious weeds and shall cut, destroy or otherwise 
maintain all other weeds and domestic or wild grasses, 
brush and underbrush to a height not to exceed one ( 1 ft. ) 
foot. 

1.2. The provisions of the foregoing section shall not 
apply to ‘horticulturally maintained hedges, flowers, 
garden vegetables, ferns or decorative plants. 

1.3. Every person owning or occupying unsubdivided 
and-or unplatted lands situate in the City of Romulus 
immediately adjacent to any one or more platted and 
subdivided lots shall periodically cut, destroy or other- 
wise control all noxious weeds, wild grasses, brush or 
underbrush of every type or description to a maximum 
height of one (1 ft.) foot within a distance of fifty (50 ft.) 
feet from all or any portion of one or more platted and 
subdivided residential lots adjacent to the outer perimeter 
of such unplatted and unsubdivided lands of each and 
every zoning description within the City of Romulus. 

1.4. Every person owning or occupying unplatted and 
unsubdivided lands, which are not adjacent to platted or 
subdivided lands within the City of Romulus, shall 
periodically cut, destroy or otherwise control all noxious 
weeds, wild grasses, brush or underbrush of every type or 
description in every zoning district within the City of 
Romulus to a depth of not less than twenty-five (25 ft.) feet 
of every city, county or state owned right-of-way within 
the City of Romulus except that the owners of properties 
which extend to the comers of intersecting right-of ways 
shall periodically cut, destroy or otherwise control the 
growth of noxious weeds as herein defined, wild grasses, 
brush or underbrush to a depth of fifty (50 ft.) feet for a 
distance of one hundred (100 ft.) feet in all from the in- 
tersection of comer rights-of-way so that the vision of 
motorists approaching street intersections shall be clear 
and unimpaired. 

1.5. Notwithstanding the one (1 ft.) foot height control 
specified in the preceding subsections, it shall be the duty 
of every person owning or occupying land of every 
description platted or unplatted within the City of 
Romulus to periodically destroy, before the seed bearing 
and dissemination stage of such noxious weeds shall 
occur, all Canada thistle, dodders, mustards, wild carrot, 
bind weed, perennial sowthistle, hoary alyssum, ragweed, 
poison ivy, poison sumac, and goldenrod found upon such 
property regardless of height. 

1.6. Every such person, firm or corporation owning or 
occupying lands of every type or zoning classification 
within the City of Romulus who shall fail, neglect or refuse 
to observe each and every provision of this ordinance in 
such manner as to destroy, control or otherwise maintain 
noxious weeds, wild grasses, brush or underbrush in the 
condition required herein at such intervals throughout the 
growing season as the same may be necessary shall be 
subject not only to the cutting, destruction, maintenance 
or control by persons designated by the City of Romulus at 
the expense of the landowner but to those penalties, all 
such costs to become a lien upon the land and all fines and 
penalties to become a part of the noxious weed fund of the 
City of Romulus as provided in Section 4 of Act 559 of the 
Public Acts of 1941, as amended. 

1.7. It shall be the duty of the County of Wayne and the 
State of Michigan, in the case of county owned lands or 
state owned lands, as the case may be, to meet each and 
every criteria provided in such ordinance and upon' the 
failure, neglect or refusal of the offending municipal body 
politic to cut, control, destroy or otherwise maintain any 
and all noxious weeds, wild grasses, brush or underbrush 
as those terms are defined herein; it shall be the duty of 
the Noxious Weed Commissioner to notify the Department 
of Conservation and-or the Department of Natural 
Resources of the State of Michigan of such failure, neglect 
or refusal on the part of any offending municipal body 
politic, to likewise notify the particular municipal body 
politic of such lands as may be so offensively maintained 
as herein provided, whereupon, the City of Romulus, 
following ten (10) days notice by certified mail, return 
receipt requested, to the municipal body politic, to the 
Department of Natural Resources and to the Department 
of Conservation may enter upon said lands, cut, destroy, 
or otherwise make such correction necessary to cure such 
offense; following which suit may be authorized by the 
council of the City of Romulus against such offending 
municipal body politic in the court of claims of the State of 
Michigan upon authorization of the Mayor and council of 
the City of Romulus. 

Section 2 Notice to Destroy Noxious Weeds, Wild Grasses, 
Brush and Underbrush in Excess of One (1) Foot in 
Height. 

2.1. Publication in Newspaper. The official empowered 
to enforce the provisions of this ordinance shall notify, by 
publication in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
city, every person owning or occupying any land of the 
types described in the preceding section, which is situated 
in the City of Romulus, that all noxious weeds, offensive 
weeds, or wild grasses, brush or underbrush, found on 
such lands in the portion or portions thereof required by 
this ordinance shall be destroyed, cut, maintained or 
otherwise controlled as herein required. Such publication 
or publications shall commence during the month of 
March and on any one or more occasions subsequent 
thereto throughout the growing season. Such notice shall 
in abbreviated form state the requirements of this or- 
dinance under one heading and thereunder it shall be 
sufficient to list the property address, if known, the tax 
item number of the property involved, and the name and 
address of the person or persons owning the same as 
shown on the last tax roll of the City of Romulus. The 
particular offense need not be further specified and all 
offending properties and owners may be listed under the 
same general description of the notice to destroy, cut or 
otherwise control noxious weeds as otherwise defined by 
the terms of this ordinance. 

Such general notice, followed by the names of offending 
properties, parties and addresses shall also, in brief form, 
state recommended methods of controlling, cutting, 
destroying pr otherwise maintaining such offending 
properties as required by Section 4 of the statute. 

2.2 Mailing Notice. The official empowered to enforce 
this ordinance shall notify by ordinary mail every person, 
firm or corporation owning or occupying land of every 
type or description within the City of Romulus which is 
determined by such official to be violative of the 
provisions of this ordinance. Such notification shall 
describe the nature of the offense, the best method of 
treatment thereof and the fact that ten (10) days notice, 
followed by inaction on the part of the property owner, 
will subject such property owner not only to the cost 
thereof if performed by the city, but the exposure to the 
penalties otherwise imposed by the terms of this or- 
dinance. Proof of such mailing and of publication shall be 
maintained by the official designated to enforce this or- 
dinance. 

Section 3. Destruction of Noxious Weeds, Offensive 
Weeds, Wild Grasses, Brush and Underbrush. 

3.1. In the event the owner or occupant of any of the 
lands herein described fails, neglects or refuses, after ten 
(10) days’ notice as provided in this ordinance, to cut, 
destroy or otherwise maintain all noxious weeds, of- 
fensive weeds, wild grasses, brush or underbrush as 
herein set forth the official empowered to enforce this 
ordinance, any designated city employee and-or 
designated contracting persons, firms or corporations 
employed for that purpose may enter upon the lands so 
neglected and cut, destroy, control or otherwise maintain 


all noxious weeds, offensive weeds, grasses, brush or 
underbrush in the manner herein set forth and in the case 
of acreage not platted or not subdivided to the depth from 
right-of-way herein set forth. Such destruction, cutting, 
control or other maintenance shall be by that method or 
those methods best calculated to destroy noxious weeds 
and control weeds, brush, underbrush, or wild grasses 
best calculated to accomplish that purpose and done in a 
manner that will not damage horticulturally maintained 
shrubbery, hedges, trees or growing crops located thereon 
or adjacent thereto. 

3.2. Trimming of Brush or Underbrush in Excess of One 
(1) Foot in Height. In the discretion of the official em- 
powered to enforce the provisions of this ordinance, or any 
agent or employee appointed by him, all brush or un- 
derbrush exceeding one ( 1 ) foot in height may be trimmed 
in such manner as to make the same horticulturally at- 
tractive, if the same be deemed capable of such correc- 
tion, and trimming or, if deemed useless, may be cut to a 
height not exceeding one ( 1 ) foot or entirely destroyed. 
Section 4. Costs - Method of Charging Landowner. 

4.1. The City of Romulus shall have a lien upon such 
lands for any expenses incurred in the destruction of 
noxious weeds, offensive weeds, wild grasses and the 
trimming or destruction of brush or underbrush as 
otherwise set forth herein. Such lien is to be enforced by 
the addition of the cost thereof to the city tax bill ap- 
plicable to such property or properties as shown on the tax 
rolls in the City of Romulus and in the manner prescribed 
in the City Charter for the enforcement of tax liens. In 
addition thereto, any expense in such case assessed shall 
be forthwith sent to the last property owner of record as 
shown on the tax rolls of the City of Romulus and if such 
bill is not paid to the City of Romulus within sixty (60) 
days from the date a statement thereof was forwarded to 
the landowner or occupant, then the lien procedure 
hereinabove described shall be reported to the Citv 
Assessor who shall assess the amount against the land in 
question. Failure of the City to provide written notice of 
such additional charges shall constitute no defense to 
additional assessment as provided In this article nor shall 
it prevent addition of the costs to the tax rolls applicable to 
such property or properties as required by the provisions 
of this section. 

Section 5. Authority of Enforcement Officers to Effect 
Provisions of this Ordinance. 

5.1. The enforcing officer and his authorized 
representatives shall be granted free access to and from 
any l^nd for the purpose of investigation to determine 
whether violations of this Ordinance exist, and for the 
work necessary to accomplish the destruction of noxious 
weeds or maintenance of brush and underbrush in 
violation of this Ordinance. No person shall obstruct or 
prevent such work. Such authorized representatives, after 
performing their duty in a prudent manner, shall not be 
liable for suit in any action of trespass therefor, and shall 
be defended in any action arising therefrom by the City 
Attorney until final disposition of the proceedings. 

5.2. The official empowered to enforce the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be empowered to cut, maintain, 
destroy or otherwise control all growth of the type 
described herein a) by the use of city employees with city 
equipment at the then prevailing wage of such city em- 
ployee to effect such correction; b) by the employment of 
one or more individuals or contractors to effect such 
correction as required by the terms of this ordinance 
except that should a gross bid for all offending properties 
be granted the-competetive bidding requirements of the 
Charter of the City of Romulus shall be observed. 

5.3. Where possible, the independent contractors 
selected shall be persons of school age or senior citizens 
but, in all such cases, it shall be necessary for any in- 
dependent contractor to meet any and ail requirements of 
the workmen s compensation act of the State of Michigan 
and to provide.the City of Romulus with a certificate of 
public liability and property damage insurance in an 
amount deemed by the person charged with the per- 
formance of this ordinance to be adequate coverage 
considering the extent of the particular contractual un- 
dertaking. 

Section 6. Definitions. 

1. Noxious Weeds. Noxious Weeds shall include all 
weeds defined in Section 2, Public Act 359 of lfrtl, as 
amended, and all common weeds and wild grasses per- 
mitted to exceed the height limits of one ( 1 ft. ) foot 

2. Brush or Underbrush. Brush or underbrush shall be 
defined as any weed not previously classified as a noxious 
weed and all other wild Brush, grass or other underbrush 
which is not a grain, ornamental flower, plant, tree, 
vegetable, hedge or bush and which properly grows wild 
without the necessity of planting and cultivating by the 
landowner. 

3. Horticultural Growth. Horticultural growth shall be 
defined as any grain, ornamental flower, plant, tree, 
vegetable, hedge or bush or other growth which is planted 
and cultivated by a person. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

7.1. Any person owning or occupying land which is 
situated in the City of Romulus of the type described by 
the terms of this ordinance who shall fail, neglect or 
refuse to cut, destroy or otherwise maintain all noxious 
weeds, offensive weeds, wild grasses^ brush or un- 
derbrush found upon the land owned by any such person, 
firm or corporation shall, upon personal service by the 
official empowered to enforce the provisions of this or- 
dinance or by any person deputized by him for such 
purpose, shall, in addition to the costs of correcting such 
violation, be subject to a fine of not more than ONE 
HUNDRED ($100.00) DOLLARS upon conviction for such 
violation. 

7.1. Any and all fines collected for such violation shall, as 
required and-or permitted by Section 4 of Act No. 359 of 
the Public Acts of 1941, as amended by Act 114 of the 
Public Acts of 1947 as amended, be paid by the District 
Court into a fund to be maintained by the Treasurer of the 
City of Romulus as the "noxious weed control fund”. Such 
fund shall be used. 

1) To defray any costs, expenses, salaries incurred in 
the enforcement of this ordinance, including publication 
costs, mailing costs and the like. 

2) For the purchase of poisons, lawnmowers. trimming 
equipment, including riding mowers if the same be 
deemed necessary. 

3) At the end of each fiscal year any balance may, in the 
discretion of the council of the City of Romulus be tran- 
sferred into the general fund of the city. 

Section 8. Noxious Weeds Commissioner 

8.1. The Noxious Weeds Commissioner required by Act 
359 of the Public Acts of 1941, as amended, designated by 
this ordinance to enforce the provisions of this act, shall 
be the Superintendent of Public Works of the City of 
Romulus. He shall hold office for two (2) years or until 
his successor is appointed and his compensation shall be 
governed by the terms of the Charter for the City of 
Romulus. Should the Superintendent of Public Works, 
during his term of office as required herein, retire, resign 
or for any reason be discharged, if he is to continue in the 
office provided herein for the balance of his term, it shall 
be at such rate of compensation as shall be fixed by the 
Mayor and Council for the City of Romulus. The name of 
such commissioner shall be supplied by the Council to the 
State Department of Agriculture within ten (10) days 
after the making of such appointment. 

8.2. During his term of office any and all requirements 
of Act 359 of the Public Acts of 1941 shall be fully and 
completely observed by such commissioner. 

Section 9. Conflicting Ordinance Repeal. 

9.1. Ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect. This 
ordinance shall not be interpreted to restrict the 
provisions of any section of Public Act 359 of the Public 
Acts of 1941 or any amendments thereof. 

Section 10. Should any portion of this ordinance be held 
invalid for any reason, such holding shall not be construed 
as effecting the validity of any of the remaining portions 
of this ordinance. 

Section 11. The provisions of this ordinance being deemed 
by the Council of the City of Romulus to be of an 
emergency nature are declared to become effective im- 
mediately upon publication.
